Release of the Gamblers as Liegal. 


To the Edtior of The Tridvune. 

Cros, Feb. 3—In answer to your article 
in this morning’ sissue, headed. Mike's Gueste, 
and How They Escaped,"’ I wish to say that the 
allegations therein contained, as far as the same

CHICAGO AND THE LEGISLATURE. 

Chicago, as a large and commercial me- 
tropolis, has many wants peculiar to her lo- 
cation, her large population, and her trade, 
which are not known to the people of the 
State generally. Nevertheless, Chicago is an 
important part of the State, and the Legisla- 
ture, if satisfied that the legislation is need- 
ed and is just of itself, will not refuse it. 
The laws, or amendments to existing laws, 
which are required at this time by this city 
and county may be briefly stated in the fol- 
lowing terms : 

1. A law, or an amendment to the General 
Revenue law, by which the Municipal Gov- 
ernments in the State may levy, assess, and 
collect the unpaid taxes of former years. 
These are not new or extra taxes, but taxes 
levied in good faith for legal purposes, and 
which the property taxed has escaped be- 
cause of defects in the law, and not because 
of any question affecting the merits of the 
taxes. These resisted and unpaid taxes 
amount in this city to about two millions 
and a half of dollars, and in other cities art 
of equal proportion. All these cities are in 
debt to the amount of this deficiency in 
their revenue, and are helpless under exist- 
ing law to pay that debt unless from the pro- 
ceeds of taxes which the law affords them 
no authority to collect. Chicago asks for 
herself and all the other cities in the State 
an act of the Legislature conferring the 
power to collect these unpaid taxes. 

2. A law, or rather an amendment to the 
Revenue law, simplifying the proceedings, 
abolishing much of the machinery, especially 
the expensive, ponderous multiplication of 
books, and the worthless but costly publica- 
tion of tax-lists, and such changes as will 
take away the premium on tax-defaulting, 
and providing an increasing progressive pen- 
alty for delays and omissions to pay taxes 
when due, and like penalties upon property 
forfeited because of non-payment of taxes. 
At present taxpayers borrow the amount of 
their taxes from the public at simple interest, 
and repay it at their pleasure. This system 
of crippling the State revenue, and the reve- 
nue of all the local governments, is becom- 
ing so general that it is now a State griev- 
ance and no longer a local one. In this re- 
spect our Revenue law is anomalous; it has 
no penalties for the non-payment of taxes; 
and this singular omission, unknown in any 
other State, is daily increasing the indiffer- 
ence with which property-holders meet their 
obligations to the Government. Taxes have 
become the most accommodating of all debts, 
—they may be paid at the pleasure of the 
debtor, without penalty for the neglect. 

3. Under the Constitution this county has 
a Government which unites both legislative 
and executive powers. It levies taxes, ap- 
propriates the money, and through its own 
members expends that money. It is easily 
understood that a Government exercising 
such powers tends towards corruption, and 
naturally attracts to its support every man 
who seeks to be supported at the public 
expense instead of his own. Indeed, the 
same class of persons persistently seek 
membership in this Government. The 
County Treasury has become a sort of soup- 
house, from which the idle, corrupt, gam- 
bling, and dishonest population expect to be 
fed and furnished with spending-money. 
Under the name of charity, the support of 
the poor and the insane, the sick and the 
helpless, is used as a technical excuse to en- 
able a gang of confederates to plunder the 
public by dishonest contracts. For the bet- 
ter success of this scheme, the members of 
this County Board, though representing a 
common constituency, are elected by dis- 
tricts and at intervals, so that it is impossible 
for public opinion to reach the guilty except 
a few at a time, while a controlling majority 
is always maintained against the public. The 
people of this county, without difference of 
party, ask that the election of this Board be 

made an annual one, and that the whole fif- 
teen be elected by the vote of the whole 
people of the county. Outside of the cor- 
ruptionists and their dependents, there is no 
difference of opinion on this subject in this 
county. The bill proposed by Senator Rozm- 


be hoped that the Legislature will furniah 
the people of this county with the means of 
ridding themselves of an intolerable evil. 

4. This city and, to a proportionate ex- 


vagrancy, which partakes 
largely of crime, may be said to be protected 
by the existing law of this State. There is a 
very large criminal population which migrates 
from point to point, and generally is found 


the criminal class will speedily depart from 
such inhospitable shores, and seek other 
more liberal quarters as they now flock to 
Illinois when persecuted elsewhere. If it be 
true, as these vagrants claim, that the world 
owes them a living, then the world has a 
right to fix thé terms on which that living 
shall be earned. a 

5. A law is needed sadly to correct an 
abuse of the law giving a change of venue 
in criminal cases. It is a common thing for 
an accused to arraign the whole 
Bench of Judges and the whole community 
with hostility and prejudice, and thereupon 
demand a change of venue as a matter of 


right, Judges are every day confronted 


with affidavits charging them with pre- 
judged opinions and unfairness against par- 
ties of whom and of whose cases they had 
never heard and knew nothing. From these 
affidavits there is no appeal, and the change 
of venue follows as a matter of right. This 
change of venue law extends to the Justices’ 
Courts, and the practice is universal to de- 
feat justice by the transfer of all city cases 
from Justice to Justice, until witnesses are 
got out of the way and all other means 
adopted to prevent honest and prompt trials. 
We do not believe there is a Judge in this 
State who would try acase in which he felt 
the slightest feeling or prejudice against the 
accused, nor would he, if the accused gave 
any reasonable cause for asking a change of 
venue, refuse it. But, when the demand is 
founded on evident perjury, and for mere 
delay, the Courts of every degree ought to 
have some discretion in the matter. 

6. Two bills have already been introduced 
re-establishing the Registry law in the cases 
of all city and town elections. In rural 
towns, where every voter 1s known person- 
ally to all the others, there may be no occa- 
sion for registration of voters; but in cities, 
where committing frauds at elections is an 
established trade or profession, such a law is 
a partial protection which the Legislature 
should be willing to extend. All the cities 
in the State are interested in honest Gov- 
ernments, and honest elections are essential 
to honest Governments. No man who wit- 
nessed the town elections in Chicago last 
spring would hesitate in providing any law- 
ful means to prevent the repetition of such 
an infamous mockery of law, fairness, and 
honesty. 


THE FAILURE OF THE CONFERENCE. 

The English papers of Jan. 20, containing 
comments upon the failure of the Constanti- 
nople Conference, have reached us, and the 
substance of these comments will be of in- 
terest as reflecting the tone of English opin- 
ion. It may be assumed at the outset that, 
while all of them wash their hands of Tur- 
key, none of them doubts that Russia will 
fight when she gets ready, and that she will 
get ready when the spring comes. The 
London Times says: Except for the de- 
fense of our own interests, or for the general 
cause of humanity, we have no concern with 
Turkish affairs.” This is cold language from 
the ex-champion of Turkey, which only last 
summer sent its fleet to the Dardanelles when 
danger threatened the Sick Man, and led 
him to suppose that once more, as of old, 
England was to lend her support to 
his maintenance and integrity. With 
regard to the possible action of 
Russia, the Times still cannot overlook the 
declaration made by the Ozar in his Moscow 
speech, and says: An Imperial pledge has 
been given, and to break it might be dishon- 
orable, and even dangerous.” It thinks that 
Russia's guarantee lies in the six corps d armee 
which it can mobilize, and the quarter of a 

ion of men which it can place on the 
frontier, and that this is just as good a 
guarantee for the conduct of a neighbor as if 
the territory were patrolled by a police with 
foreign officers.” The Spectator does not 
stop to discuss the reasons which induced 
the Turks to reject the ultimatum, but con- 
siders it ‘‘ sufficient that the ring of Pashas 
who in a weak reign govern Turkey think it 
safe to do so. Being face to face with Rus- 
sia, the only thing left is for Russia to act, 
and this the Spectator believes Russia will 
do, after firat protecting her flank by making 
some arrangements with the Austrians, or 
offering such terms to Berlin as will induce 
Brsmancx to forbid Austria to move, Upon 
this point the Spectator says: 

The first plan will be difficult, owing to the op- 
position of the Magyars, who would gladly support 
Turkey; but Prince Gortscuakorr may have much 
to offer to the German Chancellor, and, owing to 
the unhappy policy of Great Britain, which even 
now, by joining Russia, might solve all difficulties, 
he must offer heavy terms. The negotiations will 
take time, of course, and time is for the next six 
weeks pure gain to Ressia, firstly, because her 
com missariat arrangements are unfinished; second- 


ly, because the Danube is almort impassable from 
drifting ice; and, thirdly, because there is evident-

Nature offers three 
great sovereign remedies,—cold water, fresh 
air, and the warm, vivifying, exhilarating 
sunlight, which expands, invigorates, and ani- 
mates everything it touches. There is no 
potion, elixir, or balm like it. It is better 
than belladonna, sulpho-carbolate of soda, or 
any lotion or potion the doctors can mix. 
Get it through white glass, blue glass, or red 
giass,—it makes little difference as to color ; 
only get it. 


It isa very common mistake to proceed 
upon the assumption that we have reached 
the limit of scientific appliances for conven- 
ience and comfort, and to scoff at new 
schemes for enlarging the scope of well- 
known forces as impracticable and visionary. 
The fact is that we are only on the thresh- 
old of science and invention, and life may 
be rendered a good deal more endurable by 
turning scientific and mechanical investiga- 
tion to practical improvements for the well- 
being of mankind. The person who sup- 
poses that the resources of heat and elec- 
tricity have been exhausted by steam and the 
telegraph have not been shrewd observers of 
the progress already made. Every denizen 
of a crowded city has daily cause to reflect 
that, with all the modern improvements,” 
a good many comforts and conveniences 
might be added to the stock; and chemists, 
engineers, and mechanics still owe the world 
something from the vast forces which Nature 
has placed at their command. 

It will not be many years before the stove- 
makers will have to turn their attention to 
something else in order to earn a living, for 
the next step in the progress of steam will 
be to supply cities and towns with heat in 
much the same fashion that they are now 
supplied with gas and water. The subject 
has been discussed for some time, and at 
last a practical experiment is to be made in 
Lockport, N. Y., if indeed that can be called 
an experiment which only needs proper in- 
genuity to assure success, We print in an- 
other column some accounts of Mr. HoxLx's 
plan. There is nothing peculiar or intricate 
about it. It is simply an enlargement 
of the area for supplying steam on 
materially the same plan as that by 
which large buildings are now supplied. 
It has already been demonstrated that 
steam can be carried a whole mile; but the 
Lockport trial will be based upon supplying 
from a common boiler, or battery of boilers, 
sufficient steam for consumption in an area 
half a mile square. There are main pipes 
graduated from three down to two and a half, 
two, one and a half, and one inches in diame- 
ter, according to the distance from the boilers. 
These pipes are placed about four feet be- 
neath the surface of the ground; they are of 
iron, first covered with asbestos and then 
placed in ducts of wood about two inches 
thick. The outside pipe of wood protects 
the inner from water and moisture, and the 
asbestos reduces the condensation about 
three-fourths. A careful estimate of the 
relative cost of heating this district of half 
a mile square shows that, under the prevail- 
ing system of stoves, furnaces, private 
steam-boilers, etc., the cost is over $100,000 
for what can be furnished under the com. 
mon-supply plan for less than $38,000, or a 
saving of nearly two-thirds. 

If such a system can be advantageously 
applied in a small town, how much more so 
in a large city! What a blessing it would be 
to Chicago if all the heating, cooking, man- 
ufacturing, running of elevators, etc., could 
be done by having a set of boilers located in 
the centre of every half-mile square, burn- 
ing hard coal, or soft coal with smoke-con- 
sumers.

ing the South than at any previous date. 
Time is necessarily an important element in 
such a complicated problem as was left 
upon our_hands by the Civil War. Passions 
must cool, facts must be clearly ascertained, 
experiments must be tried, a certain amount 
of friction must be developed in connection 
with new machinery, mistakes must be per- 
ceived and corrected, and human nature 
must work itself out in such wise as his- 
tory shows that it ever does under 
certain conditions. We had to deal with 
the inflamed feeling caused by sa 
four years’ desperate struggle between 
the two halves of the nation, in 
which the one half was left disappointed, 
ruined, and sullen, by its military and politi- 
cal overthrow, and the other half remained 
victor, but suspicious and jealous, even in its 
desire to be generous. We had also involved 
in the result a great question of philanthropy 
and political economy connected with the 
abolition of slavery. What should be done 
with four millions of degraded freedmen 
compulsorily taken from the hands of their 
masters, who had been the late Rebels? 
What relation should they bear to the indi- 
vidual State and to the United States? 
This was further affected by a social 
and race difficulty,—the slaves being negroes, 
and, in several States, constituting a 
majority of the population. There was great 
danger that important measures would be 
taken hastily and unwisely, under the influ- 
ence of resentment, or of suspicious fear, or 
of party-ambition, or of sentimental philan- 
thropy, or of some other misleading infiu- 
ence, which would result in crude statesman- 
ship. It is no confession of unusual igno- 
rance, or of faulty short-sightedness, to 
admit that many blunders were made, in 
circumstances largely unprecedented. We 
see to-day all Europe perplexed in counsels, 
and baffled in action, over the Eastern 
Question”; and yet our Southern problem 
required of our statesmen quite as high and 
varied qualities as the fate of Turkey calls 
for in European diplomatists. 

Twelve years will have elapsed when the 
new President seats himself in his chair of 
state since the close of the War, during 
which time three national Presidential con- 
tests have occurred, besides the numerous 
local elections. The effect of the social, in- 
dustrial, educational, religious, and political 
influences which have meauwhile been oper- 
ative at the South has become known. The 
serious difficulties which have, emerged are 
patent not to us alone, but to all the world. 
They have been sufficiently grave to make 
every patriot anxious for the future of the 
country, and glad to escape by a special 
extra-constitutional device another armed 
conflict. In the discussion of facts and 
principles forced upon Congress, upon editors 
of newspapers, and upon the people them- 
selves, by the disputes which have arisen, 
some things have become plain which to the 
average apprehension were previously ob- 
secure. It is therefore not without reason 
that we suggest that the study of even so 
brief a period of history should impart a val- 
uable lesson. 

One thing to be learned is, that true 
statesmanship must rest on a practical, and not 
on a sentimental, foundation. Government 
is a very prosaic matter. It can have little to 
do with schemes of Utopian excellence which 
take in all the elements but the one most im- 
portant—human nature. It can have no 
pets and proteges. It can afford as little to 
gratify resentments against entire classes, 
however abstractly just the resentments may 
be. It cannot become a partisan in race- 
rivalries. It has the simple and practical 
function of preserving order, preventing 
violence, punishing crime, encouraging in- 
dustry, and constraining all classes and con- 
ditions of men to live together peaceably un- 
der common laws and institutions. From 
this it follows that we can wisely proceed 
neither to punish the once rebellious whites 
nor to reward the loyal blacks by any special 
Federal legislation, but must leave them 
both to reap all the benefits made possible 
by simply impartial constitutional provisions. 

Another part of the lesson is, that natural 
facts must be left to natural forces, and can- 
not be changed by artificial methods. It is 
nature that knowledge shouid be power; 
that the educated classes should rule the un- 
educated ; that the property of a community 
should control its government. No system 
of laws, no combination of numbers, no on- 
venient distribution of military forde, will 
long avail to reverse the native tendency of 
the superior-cultured white race to manage 
the political affairs of the community, as 
surely as the pecuniary interests. The mo- 
ment they determine to do this, the fact is 
ultimately assured, by their education, 
shrewdness, foresight, experience, disci- 
pline, wealth, and ability to take advantage of 
the known weaknesses of the negroes. A

with the Public and High School system. 
The County Normal, consequently, can only 
extend its facilities to the few small towns 
in Cook County outside of Chicago. Yet 
there are buildings which we have no doubt 
will sccommodate 500 students, including 
the boarding-house, which may well be used 
for school purposes. Here, then, are grounds 
and buildings already provided and now 
practically unused, located outside of this 
city, but near enough to it to enjoy all the 
advantages of its ready accessibility and nu- 
merous railroad communications. The cost 
of living in Englewood is probably no larger 
than in any other village of like size in the 
State, and the location has attractions which 
can scarcely be equaled in any other part of 
the State. 

We have no doubt that the State can se- 
cure the use of the grounds and buildings 
at Englewood simply by agreeing to appro. 
priate the necessary money to support the 
school, without incurring any expense for 
the purchase of a site and the erection of a 
university. If, then, this project for « 
Northern Normal School is to be pushed, it 
is obviously the duty of both the State and 
Cook County to agree upon the occupation 
of the Englewood property. Cook County 
ean afford to agree to it, since such an ar 
rangement will assure the facilities of a 
Normal School to the very people for whom 
it was constructed, and the advantage to the 
State is apparent from the fact that ail ofigi- 
nal investment will be saved, and the cost of 


the institution will simply be represented by 


the current expenses. Chicago has not one 
of the State and indeed asks

When the reporter entered the study he saw a 
man about 60 years of age leaning over a micro- 
scope and drawing at the sametime little circles 
on 3 piece of card-board. The noise made in 
opening tke door and walking across the floor 
did not attract attention; the scientist was ab- 
sorbe] In his work and was oblivious of sur- 
roundings. If the house had been on fire he 
probably would not have known it until the 
names kissed his cheek and admonished him 
that it was time to ran.

The investigator looked up, seemingly annoyed 
at the interruption, and remarked, “ Ah! glad 
to see you.

The one of whom information was sought is 
Dr. R. U. Piper, who lives at No. 64 Centre 
avenue.

“A very interesting slide,“ said he, is this. 
[Taking up one.] This has on it a scale or 
scale or feather of the mosquito, compared in 
size with the blood found in its stomach. The 
scale is many times larger In area than a cor- 
puscle. I have blood ma young man who 
was run over by the cars. He was badly fricht- 
ened, and the corpuscles are marked as if they 
had been carved. I observed the same pecultar- 
ity in the blood of a rat which was knocked 
around in a trap for some littie time, and then 
killed. Now this characteristic has not been notic- 
ed in any other bloods,and I regard it as of some 

uce justifying further investigation. I 
have not completed my study of it, but I have 
hopes of being able to tell whether a person 
was frightened when he died. Perhaps it may 
be advantageous in demonstrating whether per- 
sons found dead came toa natural death or 
were murdered. Here is the blood,“ he con- 
tinued, of the woman whe recently poisoned 
herself with carbolic acid. That is str ly al- 
tered. It is the first ease of the kind ave 
ever heard of. She died as quietly as if she had

The Doctor here exhibited a slide, saying that 
the specimen was sent to him by a veterinary 
surgeon, and that quadrupeds as well as bipeds 
were subject to this disease.

{n the month of May, 1871, says Gen. Pleas- 
onton, a great hail-storm visited Philadelphia 


and its neighborhood, inflicting immense damage 
to gardens, grecn-houses, etc. Among the suf- 
ferers was Mr. Robert Buist, Sr., who had ex 
tensive green-houses near Darby, in some of 
which nearly all the glass was broken. The 
damage was repaired and the house reglazed as 
before with colorless glass. This was before 
Gen. Pleasonton’s first memoir on the influence 
of the blue color af the sky had been printed. 
It was too kate, therefore, for Mr.

He made a small triangular frame, covered it 
with blue gauze, prepared the ground and sowed 
the seed, covering a portion of the ground with 
the frame and gauze, leaving the other part ex- 
posed to the attacks of the insects. The plants 
outside the frame were all eaten as soon as they 
germinated; those under it escaped entirely. 

Gen. Pleasonton’s explanation of the phe-

A lady residing in Philadelphia also informed 
the General that, having some choice plants in 
pots in her sitting-room which were — 
she threw over them a common blue gauze veil, 
such as ladies wear, and e them to the 
sunlight, and in a short time they were fully 
restored to health and vigor. 

The General also says on the insect question 
that, having introduced blue glass into the 
windows of one of his servants’ mye gr — 8, 
it was noticed that e numbers of flies which 
had previously infested them were soon found 
dead on the inside sills of the windows. 

A gentleman in West Philadelphia had a large 
lemon-tree, which he prized highly. He placed 
it m his hall near the vestibule door, the side 
lights of which were of glass of different colors, 
blue and violet predominating. The sunlight 
passing through these side lights fell upon a 
portion of the branches of the lemon-tree, 
and great vigor was imparted to the 
vitality of these branches, which were 
filled with fine fruit, while other branches which 
did not receive the light from the blue and vio- 
let panes were small and without fruit. 

the early vegetables used in the General’s 
family are for the most part started in pots 
under blue and plain glass, then transplanted 
into proper soil, and are ready for use several.

COMMODORE GOLDSBOROUGH’S EXPERIMENTS. 

During the latter part of 1871, Commodore 
Goldsborough learned of Gen. Pleasonton’s ex- 
periments and proceeded to imitate them at 
Mound City, III., where he was then stationed. 

The first trial was made by the Surgeon, who 
had every alternate pane of uncolored glass re- 
moved from each of two windows in his parlor, 
and substituted for them corgesponding panes 
of blue glass. A number of plants and vines of 
many varieties, potted, were properly placed in 
the room, and in a short time began to mani- 
fest the effects of the remarkable influence to 
which they had been subjected. Their growth 
was rapid, and they increased in the length of 
their branches from one inch and a half to three 
inches, according to their species, every twenty- 
four hours. : 

The second experiment was made on tae de- 
velopment of the newly-hatched chickens of 
two broods of the same varietve hatched on the 
same day. One of the coops was partly covered 
with blue and plain glass; the other coop was 
a common one. The chickens were fed 
at the same time, with equal quantities of the 
same feed.

DECEMBER COMMERCIAL STATISTICS. 

The imports into this country ef merchandise 
for December, 1876, were $32, 360,460, about 
1875. The imports for December, 1874, were 
$36, 852,000, or $4,483,000 above those of last 
month. 


The movement of specie for the month explains 
the course of the gold market. The importa of 
specie were $11, 884, 286, while in December, 1875, 
they were only $1,428,808. This was purely a 
commercial movement, resulting from the excess 
of exports over imports.

Rail freights were dull, with more cars offering, 
and rates were shaded.

THE TURF. 
REVIEW OF THE TURF m 1876. 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

New Tonk, Feb. 1.—*‘‘Krik,” the sporting 
editor of the New York World, will next week 
issue in book form a condensed history and sum- 
mary of the American turf during 1876, giving 
the winning horses, stables, and sires. From 
advanced sheets the correspondent of Taz Son- 
bar Tuners is enabled to lay before its readers 
the most interesting facts contained fn the pub- 
Heation. There were run last year 777 races, in- 
cluding 71 steeple-chases and hurdle-races, as 
compared with 931 the year previous, ana 1,037 
in 1874, the falling-off being due to the reduc- 
tion in the number of running contests at fairs 
and rural meetings. Notwithstanding this, the 
total amount of money given was very little less 
than it was in previous years, the 
$485,509 as compared with $490,649 in 1875 and 
$406,722 in 1874. The number of horses 
running was 670, of which 609, the get of 122 
stallions, won first, second, or third money; the 
remaining sixty-one, the offepring of thirty-six 
sires, contributing nothing to their owners’ 
revenues. There also ran, principally at rural 
meeting and short distances, 281 horses without 
pedigrees, 109 of them winning money. With- 
outa doubt many of these figure in the list of 
borses whose breeding is known, their identit 
having been concealed for fraudulent purpose 

There were very few frauds committed o 
the turf last year, if we except the Washington 
meeting, and those over the Richmond, Peter- 
boro’, and Norfolk tracks. Two expulsions 
were chronicied, Barton, of the racing firm of 
Barton & Meainger, by the Savannah Club, and 
Ira Platner, of the Chester Association of Cin- 
cinnati. One prominent turfman died, Col. 
Thomas G. Bacon, of South Carolina. 

The dead hero, Lexington, displaces the im- 
ported Leamingtun at the head of the list of 
winning sires, his earnings exceeding $90,000, 
and beifig almost. equal to the combined earn- 
ings of the next three. A great number of his 
sons also figure in the list of sires, such as War- 
Dance, Asteroid, Norfolk, Kentucky, Vauxhall, 
Pat Malioy, and Jack Malone, and any number 
of the mares from which winners were bred were 
Lexington’s.

HOGAN. 
THAT TESTIMONY. 

To an intelligent observer the testimony 
given Friday afternoon before the Special Com- 
mittee appointed by the County Board to in- 
vestigate Hogan looks a good deal as fhough it 
was decidedly cheap and cooked upto order, 
through Schmidt and Conly. Howa firm like 
Fieldhouse, Dutcher & Belden can so evasively 
answer questions seems @ mystery. As, for in- 


stance: 

The question was asked Mr. Dutcher for 
what lie would have sold the county a bill ag- 
gregating $1,000 for pipes, fittings, etc. 
He replied ata discount of from 40 to 45 
per cent. This was last December. 
It is a well-known fact among pipe-dealers that 
there is but one price among them. The dis- 
count then was a straight 45 per cent. In addi- 
tion to this on pipe, there was another discount 
of from 2 to 1%, per cent on bills over $100 and 
up to 81,000. Where spot cash was paid there 
was yet another 2 per cent deducted. Then, 
again, the discount on fittings is 60 per cent on 

e orders. 

In another place Commissioner Schmidt asks 
if they sell at the same prices to consumers and 
dealers, and the reply is in the negative. It 1s 
an open secret that the firm have sold to con- 
sumers direct and at the full discount price, and 
this quite recently. Here is another sample: 

. It a firm came to your store and wanted 500 
feet of a certain size of pipe, would you charge 
them the price on the list? A.—Yes; as general 
thing we get as much for it as we can. 

Mr. Dutcher knows that, — + very cheap 
and small pipe, the reduction would be fully 50 

r cent on such an order at the present time. 

ake 500 feet of four-inch galvanized-iron pipe, 
the list price would be $750. Mr. Dutcher 
knows that the discount ie 50 per cent straight 
even to a consumer, and he would be very glad 
to make such a sale at this time. In 
the next breath, to another question, Mr. 
Dutcher evasively says be would get the 
list price if he could, and that the discount given 
to Hogan would be a margim for paying labor, 
etc. Think of this, 50 per cent for labor on 
wrought-iron pipe. The pipe is ready and is de- 
livered at the place designated by the pur- 
chaser. Mr. Hogan charges all the way from $6 
to 814 a load to deliver pipe at the Insane 
Asylum. Besides, he bas his bills for labor, at 
the rate of from $5.50 to $6 per day for each 
man and helper, and he has a bill in for enough 
days. The labor account, then, is a bugbear, 
and Mr. Dutcher could not have been ignorant 


of the fact. 

AS A “ DEBAD-SHOT,” 
Mr. Hogan asked Mr. Dutcher if he didn’t sell 
grate-bars at 5 cents a pound. Of course, he 
did. The price is from 2M to 2}¢ cents a pound 
at the manufactory at the present time, and the 
witness could not help but have been aware of 
that fact. The testimony throughout of the 
pipe-firm was evasive and equivocating, and 
wholly in the interest of Hogan. Any citizen, 
t disposed, can obtain the facts of the leading 
pipe-dealers, and find proof of the statements 
above made, and those . given n Tun 
TRIBUNE, as regards Hogan's overcharges to 
Cook County, and that he has performed the 
poorest kind of work.

To the Editor ef The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Feb. 2.—The above Divine words 
are reverently quoted for the purpose of intro- 
ducing a subject which, judging from a retro- 
spect of the past few months, cannot fail to en- 


gage the interested attention of a great propor- 
tion of the readers of Tuas Inn. Men are 
everywhere eagerly asking, What is truth!“ 
The conflicting answers from the differing 
standpoints of Orthodoxy, Unitarianism, Uni- 
versalism, etc., give the individual opinions of 
the spokesmen of the old Church, but the new 
dispensation gives the infallible answer of Him 
who is Truth itself. 

The commotion in the religious world is like 
the ferment of a cask of new wine, and it is 
hoped it will effect a separation of tha {alsities 
ot doctrine, to fall to the bottom, and leave the 
pure wine of truth to nourish and enliven a 
united Church. To this end thetruth must first 
be made known, and then received by all well- 


disposed persons. 

The scenes witnessed by John in the spiritual 
world, and described in the twenty-first chapter 
of Revelation, were prophetical emblems show- 
ing the descent from God out of Heaven of a 
new system of Christian doctrine, 
constituting a dispensation to 
succeed and take the lace of th 
first Christian Church. This is the second com- 
ing of the Lord, dispelling the clouds of the lit- 
eral sense of the Word, and revealing Jesus 
Christ in the Divine Humanjty as the only God 
of Heaven and earth. It is not a coming in 
person in the clouds of the earth, but a coming 
or revelation of the spiritual sense of the 
Word within or above the literal sense. The 
Jews in accordance with the literal sense of their 
Scriptures were cxpecting a Messiah who would 
come and reign over them as their King, and 
lead them to glory and victory. Bat when He 
came He declared that His Kingdom was not of 
this world.

“This is the light that has come into the 
world,” and why should it be hid under the 
bushel of a limited society organization!

1 Our Own Correspondent. 
New Rk, Feb. 1.—I took Mr. Bryant’s ad- 


vice and went up to the Aquarium. 1 found 
there many curious varieties of sea and fresh- 
water life, admirable studies for the naturalist. 
The most interesting collection in any single de- 
partment, perhaps, was the collection of young 
ladies. These also were admirable studies for 
the naturalist. It may in some cases be confus- 
ing, but it is valuable no doubt to be able to 
make immediate comparison between seals in 
tanks and seals in sacques: to note the great 


eyes and intelligence of the one, and the owners ,; 


of the other. If not, several male naturalists 
were in proſitless employment. Some of the 
young ladies, I suspect, were from Packer In- 
stitute, because they were so bright and 
knew so much, which is said to be the 
trouble with all the Packer girls,—pardor the 
irreverence! I had thought myself tolerably 
prepared for the occasion, what with a smatter- 
ing of Scth Green on fish culture in my head, 
and a Zoology in my pocket. But, after catch- 
ing a few comments which fell from sundry fair 
lips, I knew that conscious ignorance was in- 
denting deep lines on a hitherto uncorrugated 
brow. Ah, the fishy stories they told in an 
hour—morethan I shal] ever remember, be life 
never so long. It was a Miss of Packer, by the 
way, who astonished her Professor by the clas- 
sical conundrum: “‘ What did Io die of!“ and as- 
tounded him when be had given it up, as of 
course he did, by the answer: ‘‘Io-dide of 
potassium.“ The Miss has, however, since 
graduated, aud it will be useless for any young 
may to come on from the West with a view to 
secure her for Chicago and himself. 
THE BLESSED ORIGINALS. 

There were several hundred people scattered 
about the building. In making the tour from 
the side where you confront anemones, porgies, 
and sea urchins, to the opposing side, where you 
go in, if you wish to for a quarter-dollar, to view 
the beautiful and butter Iolantne,” I saw nut 
one nose which told of disdain, heard but onc 
expression of disappointment.

EXTERNAL AND INTERNAL APPEARANCES. 

Outside, the front of the Aquarium presents 
two stories of brick and one story of sign. 
The roof of the main part is of iron and glass, 
something like that of your Exposition Build- 
ing, but nothing so ornate. Inside, the view is 
attractive, the arrangement excellent. At your 
left is a long row of hard cases,—that is, as hard 
as iron, wood, and glass are,—containing every 


description of salt-water life. This row is flanked | 


on the right by a candy-stand, on the left by 
the hatching-troughs.. A second line of small 
tanks holds the fresh-water smaller fry, such as 
brook-pickerel and perch, young salmon, New 
York shiners, and hell-benders. The rear of the 
room has a huge piece of the stare- 
scenery order, in front of which is built a rocky 
and picturesque grotto for the enjoyment of 
the sea-lion and his guests. Above, and a little 
in front, is a rustic bridge, wherefrom the white 
whale was most satisfactorily seen while he was 
alive and spouting, and wherefrom also the best 
general view is to be had both of -the place and 
the people. Nevertheless, anxious mothers 
know that the rustic bridge ought to come 
down. I figured it out that every chair up 
there was the cyeless witness of five flirtations 
to the hour, which is an extremely low esti- 


mate.

wonder of visitors and to his own gradual decay.

It was Prof. Butler first caught 
his whale off the coast of Labrador, and then 
made arrangements to transport him. He hired 
a special train, put his whaleship in a tank, kept 
a stream of salt water playing on him, and paid 
well for making fast time. Ten hours of travel 
convinced him of the correctness of his conclu- 
sions, and overthrew all previous notions on the 


‘| subject. The whale stood the journey so well, 


indeed, that less hurry was made thereafter, 
and in one case a young whale was subjected to 
two days’ experience on the rail without appa- 
rent injury. 

LENGTH OF LIFE AND CAUSE OF DEATH. 

The tank-life of a whale is almost as brief as 
it must be monotonous. One lived eighteen 
months, but that was an exception. The aver- 
age would be nearer six months, and the young 
white whale that died Saturday was tank-aged 
but four. The cost of getting them, Prof. But- 
ler says, is between $5,000 and $6,000. But even 
at this expense, and with so short lease of life, 
the whale is u paying investment. The cight- 
een-month survivor brought over $2,000 a day 
into the treasury of his owners. That, how- 
ever, was when Boston never before possessed a 
leviathan, and all the city went out 
to see. To estimate the drawing power 
of one attraction among so many attrac- 
tions is ‘not easy; yet the whale is 
much relied on, and a successor to the late 
lamented will be early sought. The quick de- 
cease is attributed to the close confinement and 
necessarily small body of water. If the price of 
real estate would allow a four or five acre reser- 
voir and this could be joined tothe salt water, 
a young whale fishery might be established on 
land. This is one of those possibilities of the 
future, like Mr. Strakosch’s millien-dollar 
opera-house. Consumption kills the whales. 
They live, as diesection shows, till their lungs 
are completely gone. To quote the Professor, 
they eat one minute and dic the next. There is 
noinvalidism about it The huge bulk comes 
to the surface. The crowd looksto see the 
“blow.” There is none, and the huge bulk 
sinks again. The whale is dead. 

WHALE BIOGRAPHY. 

The white whale was plunging and spouting 
in lively style Saturday afternoon. At 9 of 
the evening he had a collapse. The musicians 
were playing a Struss waltz at the time, put the 
collapse was attributed less to the effect of this 
than to a change in the temperament of the 
water. There were a few straight dashes across 
the tank instead of the usual circle swim; the 
water foamed from a sudden lashing, which 
seemed to be the death spasm, and the young 
whale was no more. A consultation of physi- 
cians and post-mortem followed next day, the 
remains were embalmed Monday, and at present 
the dead whale can be inspected much more at 
pleasure than the live whale ever was. 

This nameless subject of obituary was caught 
off Labrador by Capt. Zachariah Coup. Near 
the mouth of a small bay where whales feed, 
a tank was sunk and a net stretched across the 
outlet when the tide was high. At low tide the 
whales made for the open sea. Meeting the net 
as an obstruction, and following it in search of 
opening, they would naturally accept the deeper 
waterof the tank as the desired escape-hole. In 
went a youngster, down went the big lid, and 
the prisoner was made. When the tank had 
been brought to land the whale was trans- 
ferred to a flannel-lined box, allowed a constaat 
stream of salt water, and brought by rail 
to this city. Here his life, though brief, was 
not unmarked. Despite the murky character of 
the water in which he moved, he was thecentral 
figure in a large circle of admirers. He received 
more attention ten thousand-told than was given 
Mr. Tupper, and not even the marvelous gentle- 
man who sticks daggers into himself like pins 
into a cushion was able to draw spectators from 
the great tank. Nor did this whale know what 
it was to want. While thousands were in pov- 
erty that has daily hunger, he had his forty 
pounds of eels per day. Tears may have rolled 
down his cheeks at thoughts of his ocean home, 
but it is believed he never suffered an hour from 
indigestion, and never knew his scientific name. 
FROM INDIA AND JAPAN. 
The flying foxes were asleep, as usual. They 
fold themselves in their brown silk wings, hang 
head downward by means of their tail-hand, and 
sleep till meal-time. The Packer girls poked 
one of them with a paper, and, when he came 
out of his wing to sce what was the matter, 
greeted him with the chorus, “Oh, what a 
pretty mouth he has!” At this a slender young 
man with cardinal handkerchief, who was look- 
ing through the case from the other side, grew 
very red in the face, and the girls—why, they 
laughed, of course. These foxes, or India bats, 
are curious creatures, and the only two ever 
brought to this country. In eating, they take 
the solid food,—fruit, boiled rice, or tender 
meat,—by one of the hind fect and the claw of 
one thumb; then, half hidden by the wing, and 
hanging to the perch with the other foot, they 
press the food into the upper regions, so to 


speak. 

The Japanese Kingiyo, or triple-tailed fisn, is 
one of the seven which collectors have succeed- 
ed in transporting to America, after many vain 
attempts. The vesscl started from Japan with 
eighty-cight of the species, and got to Balti- 
more with seven survivors. The fish is in shape 
like our golden carp. Its brilliant color and 
wondrously soft, wavy tail, of the tint and 
fineness of richest lace, are the result of veare 
of breeding, more years than any but a Japan- 
ese would devote to such work.

Without 
bridle or bit he follows his trainer, while ladies

Detailsof the Plan by Which Mr. Holly Will 
Heat the City of Lockport, N. X. 
New York Worid. * 

We have heretofore alluded briefly to a plan 
devised by Mr. B. Holly, of Lockport, to heat 
that city by steam. The Lockport Union sup- 
plies a more extended account of the proposed 
experiment, and it is so curious that it will be 
read with general interest. It seems that a 
number of substantial citizens of Lockport have 
formed a company under the name of* the 
Holly Steam Combination Company, Limited,“ 
and have elected a Board of Directors, in which 
Samuel Rogers, D. F. Bishop, I. H: Babcock, F. 
N. Trever, B. D. Hall, and M. M. Southworth 
are associated with Mr. Holly, and the experi- 
ment is actually to be made under the following 
estimate :

Mr. Holly has written a book in which he sets 
forth fully his pian for supplying steam for 
neating and doing all the various machine labor 
of cities and villages, domestic, mercantile, 
manufacturing, etc. He says: 

In cities or towns of from 3, 000 to 8, 000 inhabi- 
tants, where the main business portion does not 
exceed one-half mile square, one set of boilers, 
located near the centre of the place, with pipes 
leading out in four directions, will do al] the work. 
If the city is one mile square, four sets of boilers 
will be necessary. The main pi that leave the 
boilers will be four-inch, and will diminish to 3, 
2%, 2, 1%, and one inch at the extreme end away 
from the boilers, the mains of four-inches contin- 
ul the use along the lines may demand. The 
main pipes are placed about four feet below the 
surface of the earth. The iron pi are first 
covered with asbestos, and then put in wood pipes 
two inches thick, leaving a space for confined 
air between the asbestos and wood. The 
outside pipe keeps all water and moisture from the 
steam-pipe and prevents condensation. The pipes, 
both wood and iron, are put down in lengths of 
two feet, when they terminate in hollow, upright 
posts, firmly secured in the earth. The upper part 
of this post is arranged #0 as to receive the ends of 
the steam-pipes through stuffing-boxes to allow 
the pipes to expand aud contract without moving 
the post.
